The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : Claims 4, 6, 8 and 9 
were found to have utility in the Board Decision of August 4, 2010. Accordingly, claim 1 1 has 
been rejoined. Amendments to claim 1 1 have been made to clarify the invention, e.g. antecedent 
basis, and provide continuity to the method claimed. 

Accordingly, claims 4, 6, 8, 9 and 1 1 are allowed.
